Following  the  ovcrature  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  orchestra,  Nell  Hudson  dressed  as 
a  Puritan  maiden  stepped  out  in  front 
of  the  curtain  and  gave  a  synopsis  of 
the  play  introducing  the  players. 

The  curtains  parted  disclosing  the 
Debenham  garden  in  Holland.  Pine 
boughs,  vines  and  flowers  had  trans¬ 
formed  the  stage.  Alma  Lucas  as 
Deborah  Debenham,  the  Puritan  mo¬ 
ther,  working  among  her  flowers  gave 
a  lovely  suggestion  of  the  long  sought 
peace  and  cjuiet  they  were  enjoying 
in  the  quaint  Dutch  town  of  Leyden 
after  the  persecutions  and  hardships 
of  their  life  in  England. 

Mary  Wooldridge  as  Prudence 
showed  the  gentleness  and  obedience 
of  the  typical  Puritan  maid,  while 
her  younger  brother  David, — Wave 
Hulet  gave  a  very  good  j  artrpyal  of 
the  instinctive  revolt  of  youth  against 
the  stern  restrictions  of  their  manner 
of  living. 

Minnie  .James  represented  Roger, 
the  lder  son,  very  realistically — Roger 
whose  ambitions  unlike  his  father’s 
lay  along  material  lines. 

The  dominant  personality  of  the 
play  was  of  course  John  Debenliam, 
the  Puritan  father.  It  was  he  who 
saw  the  growing'  love  of  ease  and  fear 
of  hardship  in  his  family  and  deter¬ 
mine  dthat  they  should  not  lose  those 
ideals  and  aspirations  for  which  they 
had  suffered  so  much.  Olivette  God- 
soy  gave  a  very  strong  and  convinc¬ 
ing  portrayal  of  his  character. 

The  two  Dutchmen  of  the  sketch, 
Jan  Huidekoper  and  his  son  Fran/., 
stood  out  very  distinctly  from  tho 
Puritans. 

Charles  Wells  made  an  admirable 
Franz  and  even  stern  John  Dobenham 
could  not  hold  out  against  his  initiate 
honesty  and  good  heart. 

Ira  Fuutz  showed  well  the  indul¬ 
gence  of  his  father  and  his  grief  at 
parting  front  him. 

The  play  was  directed  by  Miss  Dow 
and  less  thau  two  weeks  were  spent 
on  its  actual  preparation.  It  gave 
a  charming  picture  of  family  life 
among  the  Puritaus  and  no  movt  fit¬ 
ting  means  could  have  heeu  devised 
for  the  obeeriBurc  of  the  day.

REGIONAL  CONFERENCE  MET  IN  JUNKETING  COMMITTEE  VISITS 

KANSAS  CITY  ON  DEC.  10.  THE  COLLEGE,  DEC.  14. 


The  Regional  Conference  which  met 
in  Kansas  City,  December  10,  was  at¬ 
tended  by  about  two  hundred  people 
most  of  whom  came  from  Missouri.

The  conference  involved  a  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  crisis  of  the  educational 
world  today,  the  shortage  of  trained 
teachers,  plans  for  providing  more  ad¬ 
equate  support  for  education,  and  the 
best  means  of  letting  the  people  know 
the  condition  of  the  educational 
world. 

Educators,  representatives  of  busi¬ 
ness  and  labor  organizations,  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  discussions  Friday  Dec. 
10.  Pres.  Richardson  was  a  member 
of  the  conference.

Some  Interesting  Facts  About 
Missouri  Schools. 

There  are  105  high  schools  and  3 
private  colleges  in  Missouri  offering 
Teacher  Training  courses. 

In  1010-20  there  were  1,720  students 
enrolled  in  the  Teacher  Training  cour¬ 
ses.  In  1010,  $200,000.  was  appropri¬ 
ated  by  the  state  for  Teacher  Train¬ 
ing  work. 

The  State  Department  has  issued  a 
revised  course  of  study  for  the  Teach¬ 
er  Training  work. 

At  present,  of  the  365,000  rural 
teachers  in  the  U,  S.,  33.6  per  cent  are 
without  experience  or  professional 
training.  3  per  cent  are  Normal  grad¬ 
uates  and  .1  per  eent  had  special 
training  for  rural  teaebiug. 

88,000  tedehers  4.ur?  .needed  auuunlly 
.  for  rurul  schools. 

The  Normals  aud  Teachers  Colleges 
have  each  year  about  84,000  gradu¬ 
ates.  These  mostly  go  to  the  towns 
and  city  schools. 


Tlie  highest  wage  paid  in  town  or 
city  school  in  Missouri  for  grade 
teachers  is  $2340.00  at  Eolia,  Missou¬ 
ri.  The  lowest  is  $400.00  at  Blood- 
land,  Missouri. 

With  the  above  facts  before  us,  it 
is  evident  that  Rural  Teacher  Train¬ 
ing  is  a  big  problem,  and  that  the 
Teacher  Training  Schools  have  a  great 
work  yet  to  do  if  the  rural  children 
are  to  receive  their  just  duos  educa¬ 
tionally.

How  Soy  Beans  Affect  Com  Yield. 

The  past  season  the  University  of 
Missouri,  the  State  Teachers  College 
cooperating,  conducted  an  experiment 
on  the  college  farm  to  show  the  effect 
on  the  corn  yield  of  planting  soy 
beans  with  corn.  The  project  was 
carried  out  on  four  plots.  One-half  of 
each  plot  was  planted  to  soy  beans 
and  corn,  and  the  other  half  of  eacli 
plot  to  corn  alone.  The  soy  beans 
and  corn  wore  both  planted  at  the 
same  time. 

The  results  for  the  four  plots  are 
respectively  15,  12,  11,  and  12  per 
cont.  less  corn  on  the  half  of  each  plot 
planted  to  corn  and  soy  benns,  than 
on  tho  part  of  each  plot  planted  only 
to  corn. 

Soy  beans  when  planted  with  corn 
act  tho  samo  as  weeds.  They  take 
moisture  and  plant  food  from  the  soil 
which  would  otherwise  be  used  to  in¬ 
crease  tho  corn  yield. 

However,  it  does  not  follow  that  it 
does  not  pay  to  grow  soy  beans  with 
corn.  The  value  of  the  soy  beans  and 
corn,  combined  with  the  fertility  add¬ 
ed  to  the  soil,  especially  if  the  erop  is 
hogged  down,  more  than  offsets  the 
greater  yield-  of  eorn  when  only  corn 
is  planted.
